ARGUMENT.

Rigoletto,  Jester  to  the  Duke  of  Mantua,  has  by  his  ribald  jests,  at  all  considera- 
tions of  honor  and  virtue,  rendered  himself  highly  objectionable  to  the  Counts  Cer-  N 
prano  and  Monterone,  whose  wives  and  daughters  have  become  victims  to  the  passions 
of  the  Duke.  Monterone  seeks  the  Duke’s  presence  and  denounces  his  conduct,  and 
that  of  the  vile  abettor,  Rigoletto,  who  is  inwardly  terror-stricken  by  his  invaledictions. 

On  his  way  home,  Rigoletto  is  met  by  Sparafucile  who  offers  him  the  use  of  his  sword 
for  a sum  of  money,  to  rid  him  of  any  foe  or  rival  he  may  have,  but  Rigoletto  learns 
where  he  may  be  found  and  dismisses  him.  The  Jester  has*a  daughter  whom  he  con- 
ceals from  observation ; she  has  not  escaped  the  notice  of  the  Duke,  who  has  observed 
her  at  her  devotions,  and  tracked  her  to  her  house,  where,  by  bribing  her  servant,  he 
gains  access,  and  succeeds  in  inspiring  her  with  affection  for  himself,  never  dreaming 
that  she  is  the  daughter  of  his  buffoon.  The  fact  becoming  known  to  the  Courtiers, 
they  form  a plot  to  abduct  her  for  the  Duke  ; they  assemble  near  Rigoletto’s  dwelling, 
and  under  pretense  of  going  to  carry  off  the  wife  of  Cerprano,  whose  house  adjoins 
Rigoletto’s,  they  induce  him  to  assist.  He  is  made  to  hold  the  ladder  while  they  enter 
and  carry  off  Gilda  to  the  Ducal  Palace.  The  Jester,  deserted,  perceives  the  scarf  of 
his  daughter,  and  is  struck  with  the  conviction  that  he  has  been  robbed  of  his  beloved 
daughter,  and  that  the  curse  of  Monterone  begins  to  work.  Rigoletto  goes  to  the 
palace  and  demands  his  daughter  from  the  Courtiers,  who  treat  him  with  contempt. 

He  is  presently  joined  by  his  daughter,  who  has  freed  herself  from  the  Duke  ; and  after 
mutual  condolence,  during  which  Monterone  passes  through  to  prison,  they  leave  the 
place,  cursing  the  scene  of  their  disgrace.  Resolving  to  be  revenged,  Rigoletto  hires 
Sparafucile  to  kill  the  Duke.  Gilda  has  been  desired  by  her  father  to  fly  to  Verona, 
but,  previous  to  starting,  to  extinguish  the  lingering  affection  she  still  entertains,  she  is 
made  an  eye-witness  through  the  crevices  of  the  inn.  She  overhears  the  sister  of 
Sparafucile  endeavoring  to  persuade  him  from  murdering  the  guest,  but  he  persists  in 
fulfilling  his  contract  unless  some  person  should  come  to  the  inn  before  midnight  whom 
he  might  kill  instead,  and  pass  in  the  sack  to  Rigoletto  as  that  of  the  murdered  Duke. 
Gilda,  upon  hearing  this,  resolves  to  save  his  life  by  sacrificing  her  own  ; she  knocks  at 
the  door,  is  admitted,  and  instantly  killed.  Shortly  afterwards  Rigoletto  appears,  and 
receives,  as  he  supposes,  the  body  of  the  Duke.  He  proceeds  to  throw  it  into  the 
river,  but  before  he  has  time  to  accomplish  this  he  is  astounded  by  hearing  the  voice  of 
the  living  Duke,  he  suspects  foul  play,  tears  open  the  sack,  and  is  horrified  to  find  his 
beloved  daughter,  who  soon  expires.  Overwhelmed  with  terror  and  anguish  at  the, 
fulfillment  of  the  dreaded  malediction,  he  falls  senseless  by  the  body  of  his  unfortunate 
daughter.
